"Do the deaf enjoy the theatre?" 
has often lieen asked. The wonder 
is not that they do, but that any 
one could doubt it. Why should 
they not? There is much moreina 
play than the spoken parts and it 
IS safe to say Ihat the ileaf theaire- 
grjer, with his whole mind intent 
upon the acting, gets a keener plea- 
sure from it than his hearing fidlow 
who.sft attention is divided between 
tho dialogue and the peiformarure. 
If ho be at all well read and fa- 
miliar with the play, a deaf man 
has no difficulty in pckintr out the 
stars, properly rer-onnizing the 
f'tiaracter a.ssumed by each of Ihe 
l)layer8 and in foilowinur the de- 
velopment of the plot Even when 
he is not fa'iiiliar with the subject 
of the play it is a matter of easy 
solution to discover the motive of 
the .•ictioii and follow it. 

This is rendered (lossible by the 
fad that he naturally reads more in 
action and gesture than oidinarily 
and in ad<lilion his eyes are trained 
by necessity and praclice lo observe 
the ex[»ression o*" Ihe j-peaker. 

At the present lime there appears 
to b(» a tendency toward th(( specta- 
cular in stage presentation, all the 
more popular productions being 
remarkable fur their scenic elfecls 
and costuming. Mucli attention is 
given, loo, lo stage ligliling, which 
is rendered possible by the use of 
clef^tric lights and colore(l screens, 
and this, of course, in, ikes the stage 
even more enjoyable to the deaf. 
In eonneclion with this enters the 
element of color, whitdi, of all forms 
of beauty, appeals most strongly to 
the deaf. 

On the stage are life, action and 
color — things one can enjoy through 
IIm! eye, with aid of the imagina- 
tion. The dance, with ils motion 
and variation of cidor presents 
through tho eyo an effect, analagous 
to that of music through (he ear. 
'i'he rhythm of music is but the 
harmony of sound; scenerj' and 
cosliimi's present the harmony of 
color; in the acting is life, and the 
rhythm of the dance is the music of 
motion. All are but different forms 
of harmony, which is the prir\ciple 
of music as of all variations of 
beauty. 

In the theatre these four ele- 
ments enter almost exclusively in 
the i)leasuro-maklng — sound, color, 
form, and motion. Of these, the 
first is, of course, denied the deaf, 
and with it the songs, jokes and 
dialogue, but from the others it is 
not too iniudi to say the deaf derive 
a greater degree of satisfaction than 
the rest of tlio audience, and if the 
compensation be not full, it is at 
I,..iui viiiniclont lor their enjoyment.

During his conflnement hpcount- 
ed the letters, etc., contained in the 
Bible, ai'd scratched several num- 
bers on Ihe stone walls with a nail 
When his work was discovered he 
was lurnished with writing utensils 
and ordered lo make a coj>y of tlie 
the result of his long and t« lions 
task, and on its being completed, 
he finally received liis lib'riy.

The word God oc<;urs 10,684 
times, the word Jehovah 6,855 
times, and the word revfrend but 
once, wliich is in the ninth verse of 
I he One Hundred and Elevei^lh 
psalm. 

The middle verse 
verse of the One 
Kighteenth p^alm 
Hist verse of the seventh chapter 
of Kzra contains all the letters of 
the alphaliet except the letter j. 

The finest chaptt r to read is Ihe 
t>veniy-sixth chapter of Ihe Acts of 
the A|ii>stles. The most beautiful 
chaplei is the Tweuiy-third psalm 
The nineteenth chapter of II Kinys 
and the thirty-seventh chapter of 
Isaiah are alike. 

The tour most inspiring promises 
are l,o In found in the sixth chaprer 
ol St John, thirly-Heventh verse, 
and lourteonth chapter, second 
verse; also eleventh chapter of St. 
Matthew twenty-eighth verse, and 
the thirty seventh psalin, fourth 
verse. 

The longest verst is the ninth 
verse, eighth chapter of E-sther. 
The shortest verse is tln> thirty-
